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| N A sense it is the duty of the legal fraternity to reflect and put into con- 
crete form the advanced thought of the community. Upon us rests 
the burden of initiating reform where reform is needed. Consider the 
frightful loss of life on American railroads. ‘This is just as worthy of 
attention by members of the bar as is any academic question ever presented 
in legal journals. ‘The statistics for the year ending March 31, 1906, 
reveal some 9,703 killed and 86,008 injured. As one statistician has fig- 
ured it, if the graves of those killed on our railways were distributed along 
the 216,973 miles of operated track, there would be a headstone at every 
twenty-one miles, while a similar distribution of the maimed would place a 
cripple at every two and one-half miles. Now there is something mysterious 
about these disasters, though railroad officials have 
found that silence is their best refuge. We do 
not believe that the causes are beyond our control ; 
and that if properly investigated, many can not be 
eliminated. Unfortunately, the power of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission is practically limited to issuing a bulletin 
every three months which serves as a reminder that the railroads in this 
country are killing people at the rate of twenty-six a day, injuring them at 
the rate of 237 a day, and that collisions and derailments occur at the rate 
of one to every sixteen and one-half miles of track. 

As put by Mr. Charles Warne Batting in The Van Norden Magazine, 
‘what would the people of the United States have to say about it if the 
powers at Washington sat supinely while ten regiments of the standing 
army were marched out in a single year and shot down ?” 

Very little if anything is accomplished by coroners’ juries. Have we 
a right to expect results of men who are destitute of all technical knowl- 
edge. Suppose, just suppose, that an investigating board were created, com- 
posed of practical railroad men, is it at all improbable that we would be 
furnished with valuable suggestions for sane legislation ?

ie DECISION rendered by the Supreme Court of the United 
State in Wilmington Star Mining Company against Minnie Fulton 
(27 Sup. Ct. Rep. 412) settles a point not altogether free from dif- 

ficulty. 
The Illinois Mining Act of April 18th, 1899, imposes responsibility 
upon mine owners for the defaults of managers and examiners who are 


required to be selected by the owners from those holding licenses issued by 
the State Mining Board.

Now conceding that the mine manager and 

mine examiner are vice principals and are 

Due Process of Law. engaged in the performance of duties which the 

owner could not delegate to others, is it not true 

that the statute is unconstitutional, in that first, it 

requires such employees to be selected and second, restricts the class from 

which they may be chosen, and hence by making the mine owner responsi- 

ble it both deprives him of his property without due process of law and 
denies to him the equal protection of the laws. 

The court answered this in the negative, calling attention to the fact 

that the statute did not make it obligatory upon a mine owner to select a 

particular individual or to retain one when selected if found incompetent. 

In legal ettect, duties are imposed upon the mine owner, customarily per- . 
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formed for him by certain employees,—duties which substantially relate to 
the furnishing of a reasonably safe place for the workmen. . The subject 
was one peculiarly within the police power of the state, and the enactment 
of the regulations was an appropriate exercise of such power. The use and 
enjoyment of mining property being subject to the reasonable exercise of the 
police power of the state, certainly the rights, privileges, and immunities of 
a mine owner as a citizen of the United States were not invaded by the 
regulations in question, and the imposition of liability upon the owner for 
the violation of such regulations, being an appropriate exercise of the police 
power, was not wanting in due process. And even although the liability 
imposed upon the mine owner to respond in damages for the wilful failure 
of the mine manager and mine examiner to comply with the requirements of 
the statute was not in harmony with the principles of the common law 
applicable to the relation of master and servant, it being competent for the 
state to change and modify those principles in accord with its conceptions 
of public policy, it cannot be inferred that the selection of mine owners as 
a class upon which fo impose the liability in question was purely arbitrary 
and without reason. And the views just expressed also adequately dispose 
of the contention that, by the statute, the mine owner was denied the equal 
protection of the laws.

HE RECENTLY drafted Oklahoma Constitution presents about the 
most peculiar amalgamation of theories that this country of constitu- 
tions can furnish. As summarized by one writer it includes: 

“The initiative and referendum; direct nomination of all 
officers by the people; prohibition of succession in State offices; 
prohibition of the sale or introduction of liquor into the State; 2- 
cent railroad fares; partial woman-suffrage; prohibiting owner- 
ship in any productive agency of a natural commodity by a railroad; 

prohibiting corporations from owning more 

land than is absolutely necessary in the 

An up-to-date operation of their business; prohibiting 
Constitution. corporations from dealing in real estate 
outside of incorporated cities; prohibiting 

the issuance of watered stock, and requiring 

the books of all corporations to be open for inspection at all times; 
provision for the State ownership of the segregated mineral lands in 
Indian Territory; a compulsory and separate school system: com- 
missions to deal with charities, labor and arbitration, insurance, 
railroads, agriculture, gas, coal, oil, and mines; defining the term 
negro; prohibiting the marriage of negroes with whites; and finally, 
providing that the constitution may be amended by a majority vote.” 

The brightest gem of the entire cluster is the last clause which permits 


the community to smash everything to flinders at any time it may see fit’ 


to do so. It cannot be said that the legislators of Oklahoma are unwilling 
to trust their constituents. At all events, it opens an easy path of retreat, 
for if objection is made later on, it can readily be asked “well, why don’t 
you change the law?’ What's the Constitution between friends—in Okla- 
homa? 

This furnishes one of the best illustrations of the modern tendency 
to cure all evils by legislation. What matters it that affairs are left in a 
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worse condition than they were in before—that it will be comparatively 
easy to observe the letter while violating the spirit. We are happy in our 
delusion that the moment an act is passed, the wrong is righted. By and 
by we will awake, but at present there are no signs of the awakening.

A VERY PRETTY question recently came before one of the courts 

in India, the case being reported in Vol. 8 of the Bombay Law 

Reporter, page 849, under the title “in re a Deaf and Dumb 

Man.”’ The defendant, it seems was accused of having committed certain 

infractions of the penal code. The magistrate found that the accused was 

both deaf and dumb and could not be made to understand the proceedings 

either by writing or by signs. Still he went on with the trial and sum- 

marily finding defendant guilty, sentenced him to rigorous imprisonment 

for three months. 

This was held to be erroneous since it did not 

In re a Man Deaf appear that any attempt was made to find out 

and Dumb. whether the accused had any friends or relatives 

who were accustomed to communicate with him. 

It was said that the magistrate should have made 

inquiries about his antecedents and ordinary mode of life and the manner 
in which he was communicated with. Hence a re-trial was ordered. 

We can recall only one case in this country bearing on the subject. In 
Commonwealth v. Hill, (14 Mass. 207) defendant was indicted for a 
larceny and the Solicitor General suggested that he was deaf and dumb, 
but that the evidence would prove him of sufficient capacity to be a proper 
subject for a criminal prosecution, and that he had formerly been convicted 
of a larceny. A motion was made that one Nelson then in court and an 
acquaintance of the prisoner should be sworn to interpret the indictment 
to him as it should be read by the clerk. 

The indictment was accordingly read sentence by sentence and Nel- 
son having been sworn explained its purport, “making signs with his fingers, 
etc.,”’ after which the court ordered the trial to proceed as on a plea of 
not guilty. : 

This is all very well when the party can be made to understand the 
nature of the proceedings brought against him. Suppose, however, there 
is nO way to communicate with him. What method should be adopted? 
Feeling rather doubtful on the point we are inclined to reserve our answer.

T IS unfortunate that Chief Judge Sweetland of the Rhode Island Supe- 
rior Court should be compelled to decide that the proprietor of a place 
of amusement may exclude therefrom because of their uniforms, soldiers 

and sailors of the United States. Unfortunate—but then under the law as 
it stands, what else could he have done? 

It will be remembered that Chief Yeoman Buenzle brought suit against 
the proprietor of a skating rink because he was refused admission. Full 
consideration of the question was given and a decision eminently logical has 

just been handed down. 
We have always understood the law to be 
The Ignominious Uniform. that a ticket to a place of amusement merely con- 
ferred a license to enter (see Burton v. Scherpf, 
83 Mass. 133) which was subject to revocation 
by the proprietor. The latter may revoke or refuse admission with or with- 
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out reason, éxcept as specially forbidden by certain special acts. If this 
is true, then men in uniform can be excluded because of the uniform, just 
as a man out of uniform can be excluded because say, he may chance to 
wear a red necktie. The uniform ‘confers no rights that the wearer did 
not originally: possess. 

It is probably true, however, that while an action will not lie for dam- 
ages for wrongful exclusion, a recovery will be permitted for breach of the 
contract made when the ticket was sold, damages being limited to the price 
of admission.

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Amendments and Changes in the Laws of Delaware, Maine and South 
Dakota, Affecting Business Corporations, Made by the 
Legislature of 1907. 


The Legislatures of 1907, in the States of Delaware, Maine, and South 


Dakota have made several important changes in their corporation laws.

these, perhaps the most material amendments were made in Delaware. The 
corporation laws of this State now offer practically all the advantages of 
New Jersey, while the fees and taxes have been reduced below those of 


Maine.

FRANCHISE TAX. 


The annual franchise tax payable by Maine corporations 
has been slightly increased. Section 18 of chap. 8 of the 
Revised Statutes as amended reads as follows: 


‘Section 18. Every corporation incorporated under the laws of 
the state, except such as are excepted by section twenty-six of 
chapter forty-seven, shall pay an annual franchise tax of five 
dollars, provided the authorized capital of said corporation does 


not exceed of ten dollars, 
thousand dollars, and does not 
exceed two hundred thousand dollars; or fifty dollars, pro- 
vided said authorized capital exceeds two hundred thousand 
dollars, and does not exceed five hundred thousand dollars; of 
seventy-five dollars, provided said authorized capital exceeds 
five hundred thousand dollars, and does not exceed one million 
dollars; and the further sum of ‘fifty dollars a year for each 
one million dollars, or any part thereof, in excess of one mil- 
lion dollars.’

SOUTH DAKOTA. 


The following amendments to the corporation laws of the 
State of South Dakota were enacted by the legislature, and 
approved March 2, 1907, to become effective on July 1, 1907. 

As amended the law requires only one incorporator and 
one director or officer to be a resident of the State. 

The new law requires the appointment of a resident agent 
at the domiciliary office of the company, and he may be one 
of its officers. The resident agent may be appointed in the 





articles of incorporation, in which case no additional charge 
will be made, but if the appointment is made separately, a 
fee of $5 must be paid to the State. When the appointment is 
made separately it must be in writing, signed by the presi- 
dent or secretary, and acknowledged. 

Express statutory authority has been given for the issuance 
of preferred and common stock, as may be provided in’ the 
articles of incorporation, or in the by-laws. -The old law. was 








silent on this subject. A clause has also been added providing 
that the judgment of the directors, made in good faith, shall 
be conclusive as to the value of the property taken by the cor- 
poration in consideration for capital stock of the corporation. 

The scope of section 780 of the code authorizing the 
formation of business corporations is much broader than for- 
merly. As amended it authorizes the formation of “corpora- 
tions for mining, manufacturing and any other business 
pursuit” and the term of existence has been increased from 
20 to 25 years. 

Under the amended law, a corporation may provide in its 
articles of incorporation for having one or more business 
offices without the State, at any place named in the articles. 
Any meetings of stockholders or directors may be held at 
either of such offices. But every corporation having a busi- 
ness office out of the State must have its main office for the 
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transaction of business within the State, to be also designated 
in such articles. 


An executive committee composed of two or more directors 
may be appointed by resolution of the board of directors, 
or such committee may be provided for in the by-laws of the 
corporation, and such committee shall have the same power 
as the board of directors except as to the election of officers 


lhe organization fees have been slightly increased. Where 
the authorized capital stock is over $500,000 and does not 
exceed $1,000,000 the fee is increased by $5. From $1,000,- 
000 to $1,500,000 the present rate is unchanged. From 
$1,500,000 upward the fee is increased at the rate of $10 for 
each additional $500,000 capital stock up to $5,000,000. 

The legislature of Arizona adjourned without making any 
changes in the corporation laws.

ConsTITUTIONAL LAW—LecIsLaTive Powers—DELEGATION. 

This is an appeal from an ordet granting a temporary in- 
junction restraining the defendant from making any increase 
in its capital stock without the consent of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission. Held, that the terms and conditions 
upon which corporations may be created, the powers and cap- 
ital stock they may have, the purposes for which they may 
increase their capital stock, and the conditions and limitations 
thereof are exclusively matters for legislative action, which 
cannot be delegated. 


RAILROADS—LEGISLATIVE REGULATION. 

The state having created railway corporations for public 
purposes, the Legislature has the right to enact statutes regu- 
lating the increase of their capital stock. Such regulations 
tend to prevent secrecy of operation and accounts by such 
public agencies, and the issue and sale of fictitious or watered 
stock, which is a felony in this state. 


INCREASE OF CAPITAL STOCK, 

In the exercise of this right the Legislature may enact a 
statute providing generally for what purposes and upon what 
terms, conditions, and limitations an increase of capital stock 
may be made, and confer upon a commission the duty of sup- 
ervisingeany proposed increase. 


Powers oF CoMMISSION. 

It may also delegate to the commission the duty of finding 
the facts in each particular case, and authorize and require 
it, if it finds the existence of facts that bring the case within 
the statute, to allow the proposed increase; otherwise, to re- 
fuse it. 


ConstituTionAL Law—Lecistative Powers — UNLAWFUL 
DELEGATION. 

Any statute, however, which attempts to authorize the com- 
mission in its judgment to allow an increase of capital stock 
for such purposes and on such terms as it may deem advisa- 
ble, or in its discretion to refuse it, would be unconstitutional, 
as an attempt to delegate legislative power.

Section 2872, Rev. Laws 1905, relating to the increase of 
capital stock of railway corporations, does not violate either 
article 1, § 11, of the state Constitution, or article 1, § 10, of 
the Constitution of the United States, which forbid the en- 
actment of any law impairing the obligation of contracts.

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“The Growth of the Commerce Clause.’ 


By Joun W. Davis 


(Concluded. ) 


But we may pause to inquire upon what theory the 
Empolyers’ Liability Act of 1906, is to be treated as a 
regulation of interstate commerce. True it applies in 
terms to common carriers engaged in commerce between 
the States, but the power in Congress is not to regulate 
carriers, but to regulate commerce; and only in so far as 
the acts or omissions of the carriers affect the freedom 
or the safety of commerce, do they seem to be logically 
subject to control. This Act provides, in brief, (1) that 
each such carrier shall be liable to any of its employees, 
or in the case of his death to his personal representative for 
the benefit of his widow and children, if any, if none, then 
for his parents, if none, then for his next of kin dependent 
upon him, for all damages which may result from the 
negligence of any of its officers, agents or employees, or 
by reason of any defect or insufficiency due to its negli- 
gence in its cars, engines, appliances, machinery, track, 
roadbed, ways or* works; (2) that contributory negli- 
gence shall not be a bar to recovery where the negligence 
is gross, and the contributory negligence is slight but 
the “damages shall be diminished by the jury in pro- 
portion to the amount of negligence attributable to such 
employee,” and further that “all questions of negligence 
and contributory negligence shall be for the jury;” (3) 
that no contract for relief benefit or other indemnity, 
shall bar the employee’s right of recovery, but any sums 
paid by the carrier thereunder may be set-off by its pro 
tanto as against any claim. By the broad and sweeping 
language that was used it is apparent that it was the intent 
of Congress to subject every common carrier in the coun- 
try, whether railroad companies, telegraph companies, pipe 
line companies, telephone companies, express companies, 
sleeping car companies, electric lines if crossing the 
boundary of a State, and all of their employees no matter 
in what branch of the business engaged, to the operation 
of the act; nor is it necessary that the employee should 
be engaged in an act forming part of a transaction in 
interstate commerce at the time or place of his injury, 
provided only that the defendant carrier is one “engaged 
in” interstate traffic as a part of its regular business. 

At one stroke the Act abolishes the doctrine of fel- 
low-servants, destroys contributory negligence as a de- 
fense, restores the doctrine of comparative negligence long 
since repudiated by the courts, prescribes the respective 
provinces of judge and jury, nullifies contracts between 
the carrier and the employee, removes all limit on the 
amount of the recovery, fixes.the statute of limitations 
at one year and permits recovery in case of death only 
for the widow, children, parents or next of kin dependent 
upon him; and since—if it be a valid regulation of com- 


merce, and therefore constitutional—the power of Con- 
gress in the matter is exclusive, the act is the supreme law 
of the land, and wipes out all legislation or decisions by 
any state in pari materia, and transfers to the Federal 
Courts all litigation arising under its provisions where the 
amount exceeds two thousand dollars, regardless of the 
citizenship of the parties. How can this be said to be a 
regulation of commerce—unless indeed actions for tort 
have become such? And if the Act be not supported by 
the commerce clause, then under what clause of the Con- 
stitution is it framed, and by what right shall the rules 
heretofore pertaining to actions for negligent tort as be- 
tween litigants in general be abrogated as to defendants 
of a certain class ? 


SHERMAN ANTI-TRUST ACT. 


The Sherman Anti-Trust Act of July 2nd, 1890, finds 
its justification in the same course of reasoning which 
supports the Interstate Commerce Act of 1887. Once 
granted that Congress may preserve trade between the states 
from restraint not only on the part of the States them- 
selves, but also on the part of any individual; then it may 
not only prevent the carrier from destroying this freedom 
but may declare unlawful the effort on the part of any 
other person or combination of persons so to do. It is 
worthy of note also that the Supreme Court has always 
been the effective bulwark in a negative way against 
aggressions on the part of the States upon this freedom 
of commerce; but only the affirmative action of Congress 
can preserve it as against individuals. The Anti-Trust 
Act therefore in its prohibition of ‘every contract, com- 
bination in the form of trust or otherwise or conspiracy, 
in restraint of trade or commerce among the several states, 
or with foreign nations,” is broader in fundamental prin- 
ciple than the Act of 1887, only in so far as it operates 
beyond the mere agencies of transportation upon con- 
tracts, which may be made before transportation has yet 
begun. And yet in the Sugar Trust Case (U. S. v. Knight 
Co., 156 U. S. 1) the Court held that the effort on the 
part of the sugar refining company to gain control of the 
manufacture of defined sugar in the United States was 
not within the purview of the Act; holding that “the 
monopolies denounced by the act are those in intertsate 
and foreign commerce, and not those in manufacture” 
—whether of the necessaries of life or of other things; 
that manufacture precedes commerce, but is not a part of 
it, and that sale as an incident of manufacture is also to 
be distinguished from commerce. To this distinction I 
shall refer later and at more length. So again in the case 
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of the U. S. v. Swift, 196 U. S. 375, the Court holds in 
effect that it is not the restraint of trade which is made 
illegal, since that may result from the legitimate exercise 
of lawful powers; (the very fact of private ownership 
restrains trade in greater or less degree in the commodi- 
ity owned) ; but it is the making of contracts having the 
restraint of trade as their purpose which the Act con- 
demns. Mere magnitude of business does not constitute 
monopoly. (In re Greene, 52 Fed. 104). 

How far, if at all, proceedings now instituted by the 
Government of the United States are to modify these 
interpretations of the act; how far, if at all, it is to be 
broadened or sought to be broadened by future legislation, 
we need not now inquire. The development of the theme 
in hand and a limited time prevents such discussion. I 
ask you however to observe that to this date all decisions 
of the Supreme Court and all laws enacted by Congress 
in the enforcement or exercise of the power to regulate 
commerce among the States, are concerned with some 
one of four well marked subjects, namely: (1) Dis- 
criminatory or restrictive legislation by the States; (2) 
Interstate transportation by water, its freedom and its 
safety; (3) Interstate transportation by land, its free- 
dom and its safety; (4) The prevention of restraints 
upon interstate commerce, and the consequent destruction 
of its freedom, not only by the States, or by the carriers, 
but by contracts, combinations or conspiracies among indi- 
viduals. And although the fourth step was reached only 
by steady advance from the first, yet all hark back to the his- 
torical, logical and fundamental reason for the Commerce 
power—the preservation of free trade among the several 
States and the citizens thereof. 


THE END OF THE JOURNEY. 


But in the year 1891 there came what I think may be 
rightly called the Great Departure, the opening up of 
an entirely new field for Congressional activity. How 
radical was the movement does not at the time appear to 
have been fully appreciated, nor do I believe that the 
far reaching effect of the legislation then inaugurated can, 
even at this day, be discerned. In the passage of the 
Act of March 3rd, 1891, for the inspection of slaughter 
houses and their products, Congress for the first time 
assumed the right to forbid the interstate transportation 
of articles not in themselves injurious to other articles in 
transit. It is true that in 1866 it had forbidden the 
transportation of nitro-glycerine unless safely packed, and 
in 1884, the transportation of cattle suffering with a 
contagious disease, but these acts both found their justi- 
fication in the power to safeguard articles of commerce 
while in transit. The Act of 1891 was the forerunner 
and progenitor of the Beef Inspection Act of 1906. 
It vested in the Secretary of Agriculture the right to pre- 
scribe rules for the care of export cattle; to cause to be 
inspected prior to their slaughter all cattle, sheep and hogs 
about to be slaughtered at slaughter-houses, canning, 
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salting, packing or rendering establishments, in any state 
or territory, the carcasses or product of which are to be 
transported and sold for human consumption in any other 
State or Territory or in the District of Columbia, and 
if need be to hold a post mortem examination; to cause 
the carcasses so inspected to be marked, stamped or la- 
belled, and certificates of soundness to be delivered to the 
owner; and declaring it unlawful to transport or deliver 
for transportation in interstate commerce all meats so 
declared unsound. 

The provisions of the Act of 1906 are too fresh in our 
minds to require enumeration; but it will at once be seen 
that it differs from this former Statute only in the breadth 
and stringency of its provisions, and not at all in prin- 
ciple. Both are an assertion on the part of Congress of 
the pewer not only to regulate interstate commerce, but 
to declare what articles may become the subject of such 
commerce; and not only to declare what articles shall 
become the subject of such commerce but to stand at the 
elbow of the manufacturer and supervise his processes. 
Over and again the distinction between the reserve police 
power of the States and the power of Congress over com- 
merce has been announced and insisted upon; but once 
concede to Congress the right to close the great avenues 
of trade to whatsoever objects it may’ choose, and the 
further right to inspect articles in course of manufacture, 
and the distinction becomes indeed one without a differ- 
ence. ‘‘Monopoly,” says Henry D. Lloyd, “is business 
at the end of its journey; it has got there.” The same 
thing-may be said of this last extension of the commerce 
clause; it can be no longer a question of the adoption of 
new principles but the application of old principles to new 
objects. The right to prohibit is the commerce power at 
the end of its journey. The words “engaged in trade or 
commerce between the States” as to persons, and “for 
shipment from one State to another State or to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia” as to objects, are to be the open- 
sesames, to unlock for Congress the whole storehouse of 
governmental power. 

In 1895, the Anti-Lottery Bill passed, forbidding the 
transportation from State to State of any lottery tickets, 
or advertisements for a lottery; they had earlier been 
excluded from the mails. In 1897 we have the Act mak- 
ing it a crime to deposit for carriage interstate with any 
express company or common carrier any obscene book, 
pamphlet or object; in 1900 the Lacey Law, forbidding 
the importation of certain foreign birds and animals— 
among others the English Sparrow (alas for the uncon- 
scious humor of the suggestion)—and making it unlaw- 
ful to deliver to any common carrier for transportation ; 
or for any common carrier to transport from State to 
State any foreign animals or birds of the prohibited sorts, 
or the dead bodies of wild animals killed in violation of the 
game laws of any State; in 1902, a like act as to reno- 
vated butter, whose pedigree does not bear the heraldic 
certificate of the Secretary of Agriculture, and also a 
similar act as to virus, anti-toxin, and serum of various 
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sorts not put out from a duly licensed establishment; 
and in the present year we have hailed with some ac- 
claim the enlarged Beef-Inspection Act, and the Pure 
Food Law which latter forbids the shipment or the de- 
livery for shipment from any State or Territory or the 
District of Columbia, to any State or Territory or the 
District of Columbia, of any article adulterated or mis- 
branded within the meaning of the Act. 

Nor are we done here. The distinguished senior sen- 
ators from the States of Indiana and Massachusetts, are 
now vieing with each other at the current session in the 
introduction of bills declaring that no article in or about 
the manufacture of which child-labor shall have been em- 
ployed shall be so shipped or offered for shipment. “‘Sen- 
ator Lodge,” says one paper, “recognizes the fact that 
Congress has no power over labor conditions in the vari- 
ous States, but his bill will strike at the evil through 
the all-powerful commerce clause of the Constitution; 
which in recent years has been frequently invoked to 
reach evils over which Congress formerly was supposed 
to have no jurisdiction.” It has been well suggested that 
if Congress can prohibit the transpotration of the product 
of child labor, it can also prohibit the transportation of 
goods manufactured by “scab” labor, which not a few of 
the folks of this country think little if any less opprobri- 
ous than child labor; and can thus close the door of the 
factory to every workmanwho does not have a union 
card. Or if some of our good friends who hold ex- 
treme views on the liquor question came to power they 
could exclude all goods manufactured by any man who 
took a dram;-and indirectly forbid any man to work in 
a shop unless he repeated, the Lord’s Prayer every night 
after supper, and begam the day with the ‘reading of the 
Nineteenth Psalm. 

To some extent this legislation has been before the 
Courts. In 1898, one Harry Boyer was indicted in the 
District Court of the United States for the Western 
District of Missouri, upon the charge of having attempted 
to bribe certain inspectors of meats appointed under the 
Act of 1891; a demurrer to the indictment was inter- 
posed on the ground that Congress had no power to 
authorize the appointment of such inspectors and that 
they were not therefore in any proper sense officers of the 
United States or acting for or on behalf of the United 
States, and so were not within the purview of the Anti- 
Bribery Statute. In a well reasoned opinion the Judge 
of that court declared that packing houses engaged in 
slaughtering cattle, sheep and hogs intended for interstate 
and foreign markets are not engaged in interstate com- 
merce, and that the act providing for their inspection was 
without constitutional warrant and void; that interstate 
commerce is not determined by the character of the com- 
modity, nor by the intention of the owner to transfer it to 
another State for sale, nor by his preparation of it for 
transportation, but rather by its actual delivery to a com- 
mon carrier for transportation, or the actual commence- 
ment of its transfer to another State. In this latter hold- 





ing he followed the cases of Coe v. Errol, 116 U. S. 
517, and the Daniel Ball, 10 Wall. 557; and he quoted 
in support of his assertion that manufacture is not com- 
merce the familiar passage from the opinion of the Court 
in the leading case of Kidd v. Pearson, 128 U. S. 1, as 
follows :— ' 

“If it be held that the term (commerce) includes the 
regulation of all such manufactures as are intended to be 
the subject of commercial transactions in the future, it is 
impossible to deny that it would also include all produc- 
tive industries that contemplate the same thing. The 
result would be that Congress would be invested, to the 
exclusion of the States, with power to regulate, not only 
manufacture, but also agriculture, horticulture, stock- 
raising, domestic fisheries, mining—in short every branch 
of human industry. For is there one of them that does 
not contemplate more or less clearly an interstate or 
foreign market? Does not the wheat grower of the 
Northwest, and the cotton planter of the South, plant, 
cultivate and harvest his crop with an eye on the prices 
at Liverpool, New York and Chicago? The power being 
vested in Congress, and denied to the States, it would fol- 
low as an inevitable result that the duty would devolve 
on Congress to regulate all of these delicate, multiform 
and vital interests—interests which in their nature are 
and must be, local in all details of their successful man- 
agement. It is not necessary to enlarge on, but only to 
suggest, the impracticability of such a scheme, when we 
regard the multitudinous affairs invelved, and the almost 
infinite variety of their minute details.” 

And after calling attention to the reaffirmation of the 
case of Kidd v. Pearson, by the case of U. S. v. E. C. 
Knight Co. 156 U. §. 9,—the sugar Trust Case—he 
repeated the oft-quoted language of Chief Justice Fuller 
in that opinion to the effect that— 

“Ie is vital that the independence of the commercial 
power and of the police power, and the delimita- 
tion between them, however sometimes perplexing, should 
be always recognized and observed; for while the one 
furnishes the strongest bond of union, the other is essen- 
tial to the preservation of the autonomy of the States as 
required by our dual form of government; and ac- 
knowledged evils, however grave and urgent they may 
appear to be, had better be borne than the risk be run in 
the effort to suppress them, of more serious consequences 
by resort to expedients of even doubtful constitutionality.” 

There was of course no possibility of appeal; and this 
case stands as the sole adjudication on the specific Act. 
Is it possible, say you, that the bribery of a beef inspector 
is made so easy, after the terrific battle of last Spring, the 
torture of ‘““The Jungle,” and our long enforced resort 
to a vegetarian diet? 

In the case of U. S. v. Popper, 98 Fed. Rep. 423, by 
the District Court for the State of California, the valid- 
ity of the law against the transportation of obscene ob- 
jects was upheld, upon the broad ground that Congress 
having the power to regulate commerce had also the 
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power to declare what articles might be the subject of 
commerce. ‘The opinion is far from convincing and as- 
sumes that the power of Congress over interstate and over 
foreign commerce is identical, a doctrine demonstrably 
untrue. (See 2 ‘lucker’s Constitution, pp. 526 to 555).

the right to prohibit transportation ? 


I cannot forbear a quotation from the 
dissenting opinion of the Chief Justice on the two ques- 
tions involved. After calling attention to the earlier cases 
excluding from the list of objects of commerce insurance 
policies, negotiable instruments, bills of exchange, and 
even lottery tickets themselves, he says :— 

“If a lottery ticket is not an article of commerce, how 
can it become so when placed in a box or other covering 
and transported by an express company? ‘To say that 
the mere carrying of an article which is not an article 
of commerce in and of itself nevertheless becomes such the 
moment it is to be transported from one state to another, 
is to transform a non-commercial article into a com- 
mercial one simply because it is transported. I -cannot 
conceive that any such result can properly follow. It would 
be to say that everything is an article of commerce the 
moment it is taken to be transported from place to place, 
and of interstate commerce if from State to State. 

An invitation to dine, or to take a drive, or a note of 
introduction all becomes articles of commerce under the 
ruling in this case by being deposited with an express com- 
pany for transportation. This in effect breaks down all 
the differences between that which is and that which is 
not an article of commerce and the necessary consequence 
is to take from the States all jurisdiction over the subject 
so far. as interstate communication is concerned. It is a 
long step in the direction of wiping out all traces of state 
lines, and the creation of a centralized government.” 

Again he says:— 

“Does the grant to Congress of the power to regulate 
interstate commerce import the absolute power to prohibit 
it? 

It was said in Gibbons v. Ogden that ‘the right of 
intercourse between State and State was derived from 
those laws whose authority is recognized by civilized man 
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throughout the world’; but under the articles of Con- 
federation the States might have interdicted interstate 
trade, yet when they surrendered the power to deal with 
commerce as between themselves to the general govern- 


_ment it was undoubtedly to form a more perfect union 


by freeing such commerce from State discrimination, and 
not to transfer the power of restriction. 

‘But if that power of regulation is absolutely unre- 
stricted as respects interstate commerce, then the very 
unity the Constitution was framed to secure can be set 
at naught by a legislative body created by that instru- 
ment.’ Dooley v. U. S., 183 U. S. 171. 

“It will not do to say—a sugegstion which has been 
heretofore made in this case—that State laws have been 
found to be ineffective for the suppression of lotteries, and 
therefore Congress should interfere. ‘The scope of the 
commerce clause of the Constitution is not to be enlarged 
because of present views of the public interest. 

‘In countries whose fundamental law is flexible it may 
be that the homely maxim ‘to ease the shoe where it 
pinches’ may be applied, but under the Constitution of 
the United States it cannot.be availed of to justify action 
by Congress or by the Courts. The Constitution gives 
no countenance to the theory that Congress is vested with 
the full powers of the British Parliament, and that, al- 
though subject to constitutional limitations, it is the 
sole judge of their extent and application; and the de- 
cisions of this court from the beginning have been to the 
commeany..° &.9 9.9 

“I regard this decision as inconsistent with the views 
of the framers of the Constitution and of Marshall its 
great expounder. Our form of government may remain 
notwithtsanding legislation or decision, but as long ago 
observed, it is with governments as with religions; the 
form may survive the substance of the faith.” 

If Congress may declare what articles shall be the 
subject of commerce and then regulate commerce as so 
defined, what is this in the last resolve but the fixing by 
the legislative branch of the limits for its own power 
under the guise of definition. Nothing is better settled 
than that the Legislature cannot by any act of its own 
enlarge its own power. 

In his message to Congress on the fourth of this month 
the President expressed the hope that “both the legisla- 
tive and judicial branches of the government will con- 
strue this clause of the Constitution in the broadest pos- 
sible manner.” ‘The desire of the Executive so to con- 
strue it is frankly avowed, and he renews again his 
recommendation that Congress by a system of licenses or 
otherwise take control of “the great corporations which 
do not operate exclusively within the limits of any one 
State,” with a view to prevent over-capitalization and 
to secure publicity. ‘There is no renewal of the recom- 
mendation for the Federal control of insurance which 
the judiciary committees of both the House and Senate at 
the last session declared to be beyond Congressional pow- 
er. In his message to the last session he calls attention 





to this subject and suggests that Congress has already 
recognized the fact that insurance may be a proper sub- 
ject for Federal control by creating the Bureau of Cor- 
porations and empowering it to publish and supply useful 
information regarding interstate corporations, including 
those engaged in insurance; thus intimating broadly that 
it is but a short step from statistics to Statutes. 

When we read a letter written by Mr. Jefferson, from 
Philadelphia, on the 18th of April, 1800, to Robert R. 
Livingston, we cannot help wondering whether the Pres- 
ident’s views of constitutional construction, may not after 
all be hereditary. Listen to this extract, and note the 
curious coincidence in names:— 

“We are here (Philadelphia) engaged in improving 
our Constitution by construction, so as to make it what 
the majority think it should have been. The Senate re- 
ceived yesterday a bill from the Representatives incor- 
porating a company for Roosevelt's copper mines in Jer- 
sey. This is under the sweeping clause of the Constitu- 
tion and supported by the following pedigfee of necessi- 
ties; Congress are authorized to defend the country; 
ships are necessary for that defense; copper is necessary 
for ships; mines are necessary to produce copper; com- 
panies are necessary to work mines; and ‘this is the House 
that Jack built’. (IX Ford’s Ed. Jefferson’s Works, 
134). 

The proposal to control all interstate corporations by a 
system of licenses was most ably discussed before the 
West Virginia Bar Association by Mr. Hugh L. Bond, 
Jr., four years ago. I recall his pertinent question—‘‘Can 
Congress deny the privilege of engaging in interstate 
commerce to a corporation because it is overcapitalized, 
any more than it can deny the same privilege to a man 
because he is too fat?”’, and his pregnant statement that 
—"If Congress has the power to regulate indirectly the 


business of corporations, the same power will enable it to - 


regulate the business of individuals in the same way; for 
it has no special jurisdiction of corporations.” 


CONCLUSION. 


I have attempted to give a birds-eye view of the growth 
of Federal power under this clause, and a hint of what 
may come in the future. I fancy that every member of 
the bar sympathises heartily in the end sought to be at- 
tained by the Rate Bill, the Beef-Inspection Act, the 
Pure Food Law, or the Anti-Lottery Statute. So again 
are we a unit as to the evils of overcapitalization, and the 
desirability for that publicity in corporate affairs which 
is the best guarantee of both corporate honesty and pub- 
lic confidence. But let us not deceive ourselves as to the 
meaning of the methods employed. Let us remember that 
in this control of commerce, in both its narrower and 
broader sense, the States and the Federal Government 
draw from no common reservoir; that if the power be 
conceded to be within the grasp of the Federal Govern- 
ment, its very existence there even though unexercised 
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precludes its exertion by the States; that when we have 
once committed these matters to the Federal care they 
cannot be withdrawn and that upon all such subjects the 
people must look to Congress and to Congress alone for 
legislation and relief; and that the steady expansion of 
the Federal power inevitably means by just so much the 
diminution of the power of the States. And let us re- 
member further in the language of Marshall that— 
“Questions of power do not depend on the degree to 
which it may be exercised. If it may be exercised at all, 
it must be exercised at the will of those in whose hands 
it is placed.” (Brown v. Maryland, 12 Wheat. 439). 
It is not that the Federal Government will regulate these 
matters jointly with the States, but that it will absorb 
the power of regulation which the States have heretofore 
enjoyed. Are we ready for this change? 

It is becoming increasingly popular to complain of con- 
stitutional limitations and restrictions; to cry “woe unto 
you lawyers” at those who call attention to the limits 
set for governmental power; or, at the least, in exceeding 
mercy to their fault, to dub them “reactionaries.” Even 
from those in high places there is more than an intimation 
that our country has outgrown its charter; and in de- 
fault of a newer one the old must be stretched beyond 
both its letter and its spirit. Nor can we fail to notice 
that other class, no longer inconspicuous or scattered, who 
are ready to abandon once for all the theory of a gov- 
ernment based upon a written grant of power. Are there 
not many who cry in the words of Lowell :— 


“The time is ripe and rotten ripe for change; 
Then let it come. I have no dread of what 
Is called for by the conscience of mankind ; 
Nor think I that God’s world will fall apart 
Because we tear a parchment more or less.” 


At such a time may we not pause to reflect upon the 
twin principles which have formed the very genius of all 
our institutions—a jealousy of governmental power, and a 
determination to retain the government under the very 
eye of the governed. 

Never has the reason for the existence of a written 
Constitution been more strongly stated than in the Ken- 
tucky Resolutions of 1798, in which the essence of all 
wisdom on this subject was summed up in these words :— 

“Tt would be a dangerous delusion were a confidence 
in the men of our choice to silence our fears for the safety 
of our rights. Confidence is everywhere the parent of 
despotism; free government is founded in jealousy, and 
not in confidence; it is jealousy and not confidence which 
prescribes limited constitutions to bind down those whom 
we are obliged to trust with power; our Constitution has 
accordingly fixed the limits to which and no farther, our 
confidence may go. * * * In questions of power, let no 
more be said of confidence in man, but bind him down 
from mischief by the chains of Constitution.” 

And the second of these cardinal principles, that of 
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local self government, is more than a mere question of 
States Rights trom the historical standpoint; it is some- 
thing more than the now outworn pride of new common- 
wealths in their separate origin, something more than the

“If, said he, “in the results which have heretofore 
attended repeated efforts on my part to assert what are 
regarded both as the sacred authority of the Constitution 
and the venerable dictates of the law were to be sought 
the incentive for this remonstrance, this act might appear 
to be without motive; for it cannot be denied that to 
earnest and successive remonstrance have succeeded still 
wider departures from restrictions previously recognized, 


until in the case before us every limit upon power, save 
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those which judicial discretion or the propensity of the 
court may think proper to impose, is now cast aside. But 
it is felt that in the discharge of official obligations there 
may be motives much higher than either the prospect

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The Judiciary and Public 


Sentiment.

“Justice, sir, is the great interest of man on earth.” 


ISTORY teaches us that in the early Ro- 
inan days, the custom obtained of submit- 
ting to the people, by popular vote, the 
determination of accusations against pub- 
lic officers, as matters of general public 

interest, and that the judicia publica, of later times, owed 
its existence to this custom. The rights of the individual 
citizen were even then adjudged by special magistrates 
and the sense of justice on the part of the Roman people 
caused the adjudication of other interests to be submitted 
to the Pretorian Assembly, which afterwards resolved 
itself into a criminal court, presided over by magistrates, 
endowed with permanent. judicial functions. 

The opinions of the populace were found, even at this 
period of the world’s history, not always to accord with 
the justice of the cause. The unpopular official was fre- 
quently condemned, regardless of the reason for his un- 
popularity, while the able orator or popular citizen, was 
usually successful in his cause. Justice.—sometimes de- 
fined as 

“The constant and perpetual will to render unto 
every man his right,”— 
was found not always to be consistent with the expressed 
will of the great multitude of antiquity, although the 
sentiment of the public was then no doubt, shaped and 
controlled, largely as it is today, by supposed champions 
of the people’s rights: Then, however, the idea of 

“equal and exact justice, to all, men, of whatever state 

or persuasion, religious or political,” 
had not been proclaimed, as the proper gauge of the rights 
of man, by one of the greatest of the architects of our 
own free Government and institutions for the administra- 
tion of justice had not reached the perfection they have 
now attained. 

This paper has not to do with the objects of courts, or 
the administration of justice by the ancients, yet it is well 
to keep the experience of the past before us, to profit by 
the lesson that it teaches, and to contemplate, for an in- 
stant, the organization of our own judicial system, Un- 
like the judicial branch of Government in many other 
countries, where the judiciary is more or less complicated 
with the legislative branch, the judiciary was wisely sep- 
arated from other departments of Government, in the 
United States, with the evident object of establishing, 
for all time, the absolute independence of the courts. It 
was likewise for this purpose that our judges were not 
permitted to hold other political office, or to exercise any 
political power, except that of the individual votef. That 
one of the objects of our Constitutions, both State and

National, was the establishment of the independence of 
the courts, is abundantly evidenced by the Constitutions 
themselves, and the early history of our country. During 
the formative period of our Government, one of the most 
earnest of our patriot fathers, whom Mr. Webster de- 
clared was possessed of the clearest intelligence and deep- 
est sagacity, as well as the utmost purity and integrity of 
character, had this to say, of the relative functions of the 
different departments and the independence of the judi- 
ciary : 


“It the general legislature should, at any time, over-

On the other hand, if the States go beyond their limits, 
if they make a law which is a usurpation upon the gen- 
eral Government, the law is void, and upright, inde- 
pendent judges, will declare it to be so.” 


This, by the gentleman who reported the bill in Con- 
gress for the organization of the judicial department of 
the general Government, demonstrates that those who 
formed our Government and framed our Constitution, 
realized not only that the judgment seat should be domi- 
nated by “the cold neutrality of an impartial judge,” but 
that this essential prerequisite to the administration of 
justice, could not be obtained by a cringing judiciary, de- 
pending upon a vacillating public sentiment, as an index 
to its opinions, but would be effectuated only through 
the untrammelled judgment of an independent court. But 
somewhat at varience with these salutary principles of the 
fathers are the ideas of a few of our present political lead- 
ers, who would apparently prefer an amendment to organ- 
ic law, making the forum of public sentiment, as inter- 
preted by them, the final resort in the struggle for the en- 
forcement of the rights of citizens. Illustrative of this 
modern school are the recent utterances of some of the 
champions of a proposed popular law for the control of 
a class of public service corporations, in the more conserv- 
ative branch of legislature of our Government. Speaking 
of the possibility, on the part of the courts, of failing to 
reconcile the proposed legislation with the express provi- 
sions of organic law, regardless of the sacrifice of right, 
if the law could not be legally upheld, resulting from a 
contrary decision, one of these interpreters of supposed 
public sentiment delivered himself of this threat, which 
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was repeated from ocean to ocean, by the press of our 
country: 

“If any decision of the Supreme Court shall declare 
that Congress is powerless to grant speedy relief, * * 

it needs no prophet to tell that an outburst of sur- 
prise and indignation will sweep over the country.” 

Regardless of the necessity for this legisltion, that 
prompted such an expression, or the beneficient objects of 
the intended law, here was not only an attempted en- 
croachment, by a member of one branch of the Govern- 
ment, upon the prerogatives and duties of an equal and 
co-ordinate branch, but also an expression, by one promi- 
nent in the affairs of State, that might be calculated to 
coerce the supreme judicial power. This upright public 
servant would regard it next to high treason to attempt 
to corrupt the fountains of justice by a bribe, yet the per- 
nicious effect of other than an impartial holding, due to 
coercion by any other means, were the courts to be gov- 
erned or controlled by such a threat, would be just as 
harmful, for in either case there would be simply a mis- 
carriage of justice. It would be well for some of our 
modern statesmen to return to the simplicity of the fath- 
ers, in more ways than one. The great Wirt was asked, 
after the Burr trial, 

‘Why did you not tell Judge Marshall that the peo- 
ple of America demanded a convention?” 

And his reply showed not only the high minded, pro- 
fessional gentleman, that he was, but the patriotic citi- 
izen as well. It was; 

“Tell him that I would as soon have gone to Her- 
schel and told him that the people of America insisted 
that the moon had horns as a reason why he should 
draw her with them.” 

If such ideas as the above were to govern the great mass 
of the people of our country, if the lawless were to pre- 
dominate in any given locality, or a decision were ren- 
dered that was counter to the prevalent sense of right in 
the community effected, the judgments of the courts 
would be ignored. Mob law, as to such section, would 
most surely prevail, and there would be frequent repeti- 
tions of the recent disgraceful exhibition that occurred 
in one of the southeastern states, where the highest court 
in our country was reversed by Judge Lynch, a frenzied 
crowd defied the mandate of the court and hanged a citi- 
zen whom the court had decided was not legally subject to 
such a penalty.’ 

Similar demonstrations to these, against the courts, and 
the far reaching effects thereof, have recently brought up 
the agitation of the question, by alarmed citizens, of the 
advisability of abolishing the election of the judiciary, by 
popular vote, as the surest means of forever removing it 
from the evil effects of a prejudiced public sentiment. A 
recent article in one of our leading Reviews,? by a 
thoughtful lawyer, advocating an elective federal judi-

ciary, met with a prompt reply, by another lawyer, who 
condemned the suggestion as 

“a serious utterance, that ought to be condemned, as 

the spread of a dangerous plague.’’3 

It was maintained that the election of judges, by the 
unskilled, would frequently result in the election of the 
less skilled, from the profession, for the bench; that the 
judge, elected by the people by direct vote, could but 
recognize in the litigants and lawyers, those whose opin- 
ions might make or unmake him; whose assistance may 
have set him up, or whose resentment might pull him 
down. While in the federal judge, it was contended, 
there was such strength in the security of his position, as 
to enable him to raise himself above the suspicion of fear 
or conciliation and to gather around the judgment seat 
all the tradition of a court, in the simple majesty of the 
law. 

In short, it was concluded, that in the latter court, the 
Horatian ideal was more nearly approached, 

“of the just man, who, firm in the consciousness of 

right, disdains, with equanimity, the frowns of a tyrant 

and the clamors of a mob.” 

Our respected “‘corn field lawyer of the Senate,’’' in his 
calmer moments, realizes that “the people oft@n need pro- 
tection from themselves,” points out that the “House of 
Representatives, chosen by direct vote of the people, has 
lost, immensely, in the estimation of thinking men, in 
comparison with the Senate, elected by the State Legisla- 
tures.” He admits that we must have some “bulwark 
against revolution” ; that our Government is the “quintes- 
sence of human wisdom, buttressed, as it is, by the 
courts ;’’? but while pointing out the evils of direct elec- 
tion and the effects of public sentiment, upon the Legis- 
lative branch, he continues to attack the courts for ignor- 
ing that quantity, in dispensing justice. 

It may be true that a judiciary created by the will of 
the people directly expressed by popular vote, is more sus- 
ceptible to the evil influence of public sentiment, than a 
court which does not owe its existence to popular will, so 
expressed, for it is closer to the people. But the federal 
judiciary is not exempt from attacks by other public ser- 
vants or politicians, under our system of Government any 
more than the different courts of the various states. It 
is quite frequent that their motives are also drawn in 
question, even by those prominent in the affairs of Gov- 
ernment. A decision of a federal judge, in the Beef Trust 
prosecution, was recently the subject of a special message, 
by the President, to Congress, where the court was 
charged with having made the law “farcical,” by its deci- 
sion. But according to our standard this arrogation by 
the President of the right to judge of the decisions of the 
courts, was wrong. He was not delegated, by the people, 
with the right to so judge, but was invested with far dif-

ferent powers. 


When the President of our great country 
shall say to the people; “I have the right to judge of the 
decisions of the courts, for | stand, not only as sentinel 
of the rights of the people, but also a superior judge of 
the decisions of the courts,” why shall not other citizens 
say as much? The Press, far and wide, applauded this 
sentiment of the President. One leading publication,' 
compared the judge who rendered the decision to Jeffries 
and delivered a tirade of abuse against the courts, in gen- 
eral. But in penning such an editorial, it was forgotten 
that the act of the President, in abusing the court, by his 
condemnation of its judgment was similar to the influ- 
ences that brought about the decisions of a Jeffries; that in 
attempting to dictate what the judgment of the court 
should be, he was exceeding the prerogatives of his high of- 
fice and pursuing a course calculated to bring disgrace and 
injury upon another equal branch of Government and one 
supreme in the performance of the very duty wherein his 
criticism was founded. The President, even, was not 
elected to pass judgment upon the personal or property 
rights of the citizen; he is not supposed to possess any 
qualifications to so judge; he certainly has no authority 
in such matters. Regardless, therefore, of the correct- 
ness of the decision, the attack upon the court was wrong. 
When one abuses the courts for their thoughtful judg- 
ments,—which, because of their qualifications, they have 
been selected, by the people, to deliver—he thereby attacks 
the independence of the judiciary; this too frequently sug- 
gests the “mob and the torch” and is an example that 
ought to be condemned, instead of applauded. No ob- 
jection is urged against legitimate criticism of any of the 
public acts of the agents of the people, but there is a vast 
difference between fair criticism and such abuse of the 
courts as is calculated to bring the judiciary into disre- 
pute. 

To the good sense of the people and the conservatism of 
the Bar the integrity and independence of the judiciary is 
largely due, under an elective system, for they realize the 
necessity of maintaining the courts upon a plane above 
the influence of so called public sentiment, as interpreted 
by political leaders. 

To lawyers, it would seem that the proposition that the 
courts should have nothing to do with public sentiment, 
could not be made the subject of debate. A court that 
would endeavor to render only popular opinions would 
indeed be a pitiable court to contemplate. The most 
sacred rights of person and property would be without the 
guaranty they now enjoy. The enforcement of such 
rights would not depend upon a recognition thereof, by 
those who knew the right, but rather by those who knew 
it not. What regard would there be to individual effort, 
if the vested right to the result if one’s toil or labor, de- 
pended, in its enjoyment, upon the rise or fall of popular 
parties of the change of political opinions? All private in- 
terests: would be subordinated to the public good and the

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unpopular citizen would possess no rights that could be 
enforced. 
“The bounty of the public benefactor would be in- 
secure and the rights of individuals and corporations 
would be based upon such precarious tenures that might 

alone would soon control. The better institutions of a 

State, swayed by such impulses, would soon be aband- 

oned by the better citizens and transformed into places 

for the contention of factions, and institutions devoted 
to justice and learning, would be occupied by the co- 
horts of political parties.” 

If it be said that such things are impossible in a country 
such as ours, it need only be replied that the correct ideals 
of the people and the continued existence of organic law 
and the independence of the courts, are the only things to 
prevent it. Constitutions themselves, in popular Govern- 
ment, are subject to continuous change. If popular to 
emasculate the courts, this could be done. Hence, the 
danger of inflaming the public against such important in- 
stitutions and the grave necessity for some limitation up- 
on the dangerous political leader, whose love for our in- 
stitutions alone, will not prevent from attacks upon the 
precincts of the domain of justice. One campaign of slan- 
der and abuse of the courts will do more injury to the 
State or Nation, than years of earnest effort, on the part 
of good citizens, will be able to undo. When the cynical 
critic, who may be rated ever so good a citizen, is 
prompted by his political tutor to belittle our institutions 
that dispense justice, what can you expect of the natural 
lawless and the larger class who are never much con- 
cerned about the welfare of the State? True, the over- 
throw of the judiciary could result only from a revolu- 
tion of thought, and as long as our Constitutions stand, 
such things are not possible. But recent events in our 
own State have shown the variability of the public mind 
and the alacrity with which some of the citizens’ most im- 
portant rights, guaranteed by the Constitution, were 
subjected to quite radical changes and amendments, by 
popular vote. Such conditions emphasize the public un- 
rest, if not the too prevalent effect of dangerous public 
doctrines. When any considerable number of the people 
of a State so far abandon their regard for a representative 
Government and the law making power, guaranteed by 
the Constitution, as to favor the emasculation of this de- 
partment, by the establishment of a qualified referendum, 
then it is but another step, from the supplanting of the 
supreme legislative power, to the interruption of the ex- 
ercise of the accustomed judicial authority. The great 
mass of our people are in favor of whatever is best in 
Government, but public sentiment is frequently created 
by partisans or cynics, for the accomplishment of personal 
ambitions, either political or literary. Unimportant hold- 
ings by the courts, based upon the best considered prece- 
dents, if in conflict with the self interest of such leaders, 
are frequently magnified into gigantic proportion and 
sketched with such malice and distortion, as to present to 
the public gaze, a picture of the foulest judicial miscon- 
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ception. Lawyers, generally, understand the danger of 


such assaults, but occasionally there are politicians who 
get into the profession, who do not. It is a truism that 
the authority to decide right carries with it the power to 
reach a wrong conclusion, but it is a rare thing, indeed, 
when improper motives can be charged against the court 
so deciding. It is no unmerited compliment to the char- 
acter of men.who occupy the bench of our country, in the 
hundreds of trial and appellate courts of the states and 
Government, that it is such a rare thing for an incumbent 
to prove recreant to his duty, that the whole country is 
alarmed when an isolated case is discovered. In the execu- 
tive and legislative departments of governments, both 
State and National, many instances of recreant public 
servants have been brought to light, but not so the judi- 
ciary. ‘The machinations of the corruptionist and politi- 
cian have thus far proven unavailing upon this branch of 
our Government. Of course the fountains of justice can 
also be polluted and the judiciary discredited, but this can 
never result with the consent of the great mass of the 
people. They ought always to maintain the judiciary up- 
on a plane aloof from a partisan public sentiment and 
politics, and while it is so maintained, and as long as the 
best and most honorable members of the profession, as 
known to lawyers, are placed upon the bench, just so long 
will the rights of the citizen be enforced. It is therefore 
the business of all good citizens to see to the maintenance 
of the best courts possible tor them to obtain, for their 
recognition or enforcement of some vital personal or prop- 
erty right, may depend upon the ability or integrity of the 
judge selected to pass judgment upon such right. It is 
admittedly right to charge all classes of public servants, 
under certain restrictions, and the laws themselves are 


and ought to be subject to alteration, by popular will; but 


while the incumbents of the judgment seat are liable to_ 


be supplanted by the will of the people, the functions of 
the office should never be so influenced. Whatever is 
considered popular is not always right and it is with right 


alone, that the courts have to deal. _If it be conceded that 
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courts have sometimes rendered wrong decisions, it cannot 
be denied that the interpreted popular will has perpe- 
trated far greater outrages. What sane man would con- 
tend that it was right, because it was considered popular, 
to guillotine a disliked Queen, because she possessed the 
toibles of her sex? Who would assert that the crimes of 
the aristocracy of France, were sufficient to merit the 
wholesale slaughter that obtained during the provisional 
Republic, immediately following the French Revolution? 
Yet these atrocities were demanded by a wrought up pub- 
lic clamor and a dependent judiciary bowed in humble 
submission to the wholesale annihilation of individual 
right. Why not profit by such an object lesson? When 
the respect of the citizen for the court ceases, then the use- 
fulness of the court is correspondingly impaired. Hence, 
it behooves the citizen who values the security of his own 
rights, regardless of his concern about the welfare ot 
posterity, or the continued existence of his State Gov- 
ernment, to have a care how he permits the courts of his 
State to be discredited. The citizen’s rights exist only by 
reason of the courts. Justice should therefore be culti- 
vated by the individual citizen, if not for itself, for the 
fear that injustice may come in its place. Without such 
institutions as courts, might alone would prevail and if the 
individual is to place value upon his personal or property 
rights, he should cherish the stability of the institutions 
through which he enjoys those rights. How little. those 
who rail against the courts frequently know or appre- 
ciate the impartial performance of the grave duties of the 
trial or appellate judge of our State or-Nation. To the 
average individual, the cause of his friend, political or 
platonic, is the right side of every controversy. The 
parties are all important to him; the subject-matter of the 
cause, a secondary consideration. That this is true, is 
daily illustrated, in the trial courts, by the verdict of a 
“friendly jury.”” How different the cause appears to the 
upright, careful judge. To him the parties are the ines- 
sential quantity, but the rights involved are alone the sub- 
ject of his earnest inquiry. With him, “in a just cause, 
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As a true historian 
chronicles the exact result of his researches, unmindful 
of his literary interests, but devoted exclusively to a re- 
production of the past, in its living reality, so the upright 
judge investigates the relative rights of the litigants to the 
cause to be decided, according to approved precedents and 
standards, and, having ascertained, to his own satisfaction, 
where the right exists, he speaks, with the power of the 
judgment seat, in favor of that right. 


the weak over-come the strong.” 


That a court which would serve supposed public opin- 
ion, instead of the mandates of the law, would soon be- 
come the most humble of courts, is evidenced by a press 
dispatch from Central Missouri, in which it was stated: 

“The * * * county court is in this 
week. The Judges are holding open court, in the court 
house here, the first time in nearly twenty years that 
court has been held elsewhere than in the brush.” 

Even when locally popular to ignore the law, there- 
fore, as declared by the court, the fact that the majesty of 
the interpreted law is violated, is sufficient to make the 


session 


course of the judge who yields to such influence, unpleas- 
ant, to say the least. It is the more unfortunate that every 
slanderer of the dignity of the judiciary, along with those 
who actually violate its mandates, cannot be compelled to 
remain far from such institutions of civilization, “in the 
brush,” if need be, with this locally popular, though ille- 
gally conducted, inferior court. 

The care of the citizen, as to the welfare of the court, 
should not be confined alone to the laity, however, but 
lawyers, themselves, ought to be especially mindful of the 
reputation of the courts. It has become quite the style, of 
late years, for lawyers who seek political preferment, to 
attempt to gain the confidence of the people by attacks up- 
on the courts. The proprieties of the profession and the 
knowledge of the duties of such institutions, by lawyers, 
ought to prevent such assaults, were the rights of the 
judges themselves not considered ; but it is a sad commen- 
tary that some lawyers place their personal popularity 
above the duties they owe their profession and are willing 
to discredit the courts, to promote their personal ends. All 
lawyers should actively’ discourage the fault finding dis- 
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position of that class of citizens who are always complain- 
ing about the decisions of the courts and questioning the 
motives of judges, of whose impulses or character, many 
are Lawyers,

Not only the interests of the profession, but the order- 
ly enforcement of the rights of citizens in a measure de- 
pends upon the respect and regard of the people for the 
courts. If all the members of the great Bar of our State 
would urge temperate counsel, a due regard for the law 
and for the courts, as the medium whereby it is adminis- 
tered, such a course would accord with the best interests 
of the State, and our profession and add to, instead of

already, in New York, a movement has been

trolling influence.in the selection of judges. A committee 
of lawyers called a meeting of the Bar of the judicial dis- 
trict, to determine upon a list of candidates and the peo- 
ple were glad to follow the lead of the Bar in this matter, 
for the best members of the profession, were selected. 
Nothing, perhaps, would conduce more to the dignity and 
respect of the courts, than the endorsement of the candi 
dates for such office, by the united Bar of all parties, as 
men of the requisite ability and character for the office 
Franklin said that 

“Much of the strength and efficiency of any Govern 
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ment, must depend upon the general opinion of the 

goodness of that Government, as well as the wisdom 

and integrity of the agents of the different depart: 
ments.” 

According to this great American, the success of the 
Government, itself, depends, in no small measure, upon 
the encouragement and trust of the agents of the people, 
by the people themselves. Acting upon this idea, there- 
fore, instead of being popular for office seekers to attempt 
to get into office by abuse of any class of public servants 
selected by the people, the duty should be impressed upon 
the people to see to it that politicians should show their 
respect for the public agents selected by the people, until 
they actually prove unworthy. ‘That there ought to be 
perfect accord between the citizen and court, is apparent, 
for each citizen has a voice in the selection of those who 
preside in the courts of our State. 

A citizen, however, should feel no particular private 
interest in the court, for this reason, in connection with 
his individual rights, for in the discharge of their impar- 
tial duties, the courts entertain no especial interest in any 
given individual or class of individuals. In the judiciary 
particularly, is it true, that the trust is reposed, 

“For the good of the country and not for the benefit 
of any individual or a party.” 

The courts protect the citizen in the enjoyment of his 
most important rights and interests and see to the en- 
Such connec- 
tions ought to bring about the most perfect understanding. 
For the protection extended by the courts, it is certainly 
not too much to expect obedience to their mandates, by the 
citizen.

Fealty not the Constitution is demanded by every citi 
zen and it is a mistake for politicians to believe that the 
great mass of our thinking citizens in this country believe 
in the abuse of any of their important institutions of civ 
ilization. Akin, however, to the growing tendency upon 
the part of politicians and demagogues to attack institu 
tions or public servants that they may believe to be un 
popular, or when the duties of the incumbents of such of 
fices are not in accord with the self interest of such people 
is the tendency on the part of the legislative departments. 
more apt to be dominated by politicians, to promote the 
self interests of their members by the enactment of sup- 
posed popular laws, regardless of the necessity or justness 
of such legislation. Unlike many members of the legisla- 
tive departments, who are unfamiliar with, or careless 
about the great basic principles of our free institutions, the 
courts realize that no duty rests more imperatively upon 
the judiciary than the enforcement of those provisions of 
organic law, intended by the framers of our Constitutions 
to secure that equality of rights, which is the very foun- 
dation of our Government. The Bill of Rights, of per- 
haps every Constitution of the various American Com- 
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monwealths, prevents the lawmaking power from enact- 
ing laws that effect special classes or individuals, or that 
denies to any individual, or class of individuals, the equal 
protection of the law. ‘This general provision, found 
alike in the Constitutions of the different States and Na- 
tional Government, shows how obnoxious the creators of 
our Government regarded any encroachment upon the 
cardinal principles. Both in the general Government and 
in the several States, the legislative power has frequently 
fallen an easy prey to supposed popular sentiment, manu- 
factured by politicians, to subserve self interests. Equali- 
ty and justice to all classes has ofttimes ceased to be the 
guiding star in this department of State, but supposed 
popular laws, though special and unjust, are too often 
evidence of the trend of modern legislation. With law- 
yers and the courts, equality continues to furnish the 
ideas to be followed, in the administration of the affairs 
of Government, and were these ideals to be supplanted by 
the desire to curry a vacillating public sentiment, too 
frequently created by politicians, then the realization of 
this virtue would certainly be denied. 

The courts realize and citizens generally ought to un- 
derstand that any departure, in even the slightest degree, 
by the courts, from these principles, would ultimately 
threaten the very existence of the courts themselves, for 
should a court swerve in even the smallest degree from its 
duty, under the law, then the very precedent established 
would live to plague the court, and, 

“many an error, by the same example, will. rush into 

the State.” 

This ideal, however, is not always the ideal of the po- 
litical legislator, in the enactment and equal enforce- 
ment of the laws. These public agents are often de- 
pendent upon the waves of popular sentiment to sweep 
them into office and hence they ofttimes seek to control, 
or are controlled by such sentiment. The result is that the 


‘artificial entities that Blackstone and other writers refer 


to as being entitled to the equal benefit and protection of 
the laws, are frequently discriminated against by the Jaw 
making power, and thus far, the courts are the only places 
where no discrimination is shown. Should it ever be 
shown there, because a litigant happened to be unpopular, 
then our. Constitutional maxims and declaration of prin- 
ciples as to the freedom and equality of rights, in our 
Government, would be but high sounding phrases, with- 
out meaning, in point of fact. 

Upon the subject, Individualism vs. Law, regarding 
law as the arbitrary boundary line between individual lib- 
erty and collective control, a recent periodical laments the 
false sentimentality that has hindered the enactments of 
equal laws, in the United States.'. Public opinion is 
recognized as the potent factor that makes or repeals law, 
and it is shown that unless the central idea is equality, 
the power of the individual is magnified and the restrain- 
ing functions of the Government are minimized. If true

that “the impatient desire for individual power,” which 
has brought about the general unrest, is responsible for 
the unequal legislation on our statute books, then there 
is the greater necessity for the continued limitation of such 
a force, to the making of unequal laws and the more 
emphatic demand for the equal and impartial construc- 
tion and application of those laws, by those whose duty 
it is to interpret them. Otherwise,, with the fluctuations 
of the supposed fixed ideals of the people, justice would go 
up or down, as do the staples on the modern stock ex- 
change. If any attention whatever, were paid, by the ju- 
diciary, to so called popular opinion, then there would be 
less certainty in judicial decisions, which ought to have the 
same certainty as the law itself. Right should be synon- 
omous with law and justice should be no uncertain quan- 
tity. As the courts themselves realize the reasons for the 
fundamental principles of consuetudinary law which elim- 
inates the Judge from politics, under our system of Gov- 
ernment, and prevent him from holding other political of- 
fice, lest by the zeal of his party or political cohorts, the 
independence of his office should be impaired, or the ex- 
alted duties of the place effected, the courts of our coun- 
try have seldom permitted’ themselves to become mixed 
up in politics, or the Judge made the leader of any politi- 
cal party, while discharging the duties of Judge of any 
of the people’s courts. It may be contended that this can 
be done, without any effect upon the duties of such an ex- 
alted office, or danger to the rights or litigants; but when 
so imperative that the Judge should be held aloof from 
the dominating influence of public sentiment, in the prop- 
er discharge of his duties, in dispensing justice, it is cer- 
tainly not conducive to the best results in Government, to 
have him, at the same time, shaping the counsels of a po- 
The 
framers of our Constitution contemplated that the judi- 
ciary should be a separate and independent branch of 
Government and by common consent the incumbents of 
the judgment seat should hold no other political office, 
or discharge any political functions, while occupying such 
a place in the Government, for by this means alone, can 
the Court be kept independent and the Judge wholly im- 
partial. All attempts to draw the judges into politics, 
therefore, ought to be discouraged by the Courts and by 
the Bar as a dangerous precedent, not in keeping with the 
duties of such an office, or the spirit or letter of our 
organic law. In the business of politics, public sentiment 
is all powerful, while in the judiciary, it should have no 
place. A politician might make a good judge or an up- 
right judge a politician, but as the rights of litigants are 
to be submitted only to a judge, he should not, at the 
same time, be both a judge and an active politician, lest he 
should forget in which capacity he passed upon the rights 
before him for adjudication. 

If politics were to enter into the judiciary and the popu- 
lar will, as construed by politicians, should be permitted 
to control a judicial decision, to even the smallest extent, 
then it would be proper to consult it in every case. Pe- 


litical party, organized to control such sentiment. 
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titions would have to be presented to the courts as to their 
relative rights of the parties to a cause, according to the 
supposed popular demands, and justice should only pre- 
vail, when thereby found to be popular. Aside from the 
impossibility of correctly ascertaining the existence or ex- 
tent of such a quantity, were the courts to be swayed by 
such influences, or by other than the law and the evidence 
in a case to be decided, it would be but a step further to 
the “boss ruled judge;” the interpreter or ambassador of 
public sentiment would soon arrogate to himself the dicta- 
tion of judicial decisions; motives of -policy, party influ- 
ence or even baser means would soon shape the solemn 
judgments of the courts, and their objects would corres- 
pondingly be perverted from the execution of the laws, 
to the mere execution of the orders or will of the popu- 
lace, as interpreted by politicians. 


To execute the laws is a royal office; to execute or- 
ders is not to be a king.” 


No honorable man, under such conditions, would fill 
the office of judge of the courts and the enforcement of 
the rights of citizens would fall into irresponsible hands. 
On account of the vigilance of the Press, that daily re- 
ports any suspicion, even, of a dereliction of duty, by the 
judiciary, the acts of the judges are the subjects of the 
closest scrutiny. This is calculated to make him ever 
alert to the criticism of his actions and hence, he will 
properly guard his conduct, if not for more weighty rea- 
sons, to prevent condemnation at the bar of a conservative 
public opinion. Be he ever so careful, therefore, there is 
always the possibility of being guided too far by the re- 
straint of a manufactured public sentiment. Such senti- 
ment is frequently shaped or controlled by the Press or 
politicians, and the courts, in their adherence to the fixed 
ideals of equality and justice, could not be controlled by 
the ideals of that which was popular by the Press or of- 
fice-seeker, for if the enforcement of the right were to de- 
pend upon others than those whose concern the enforce- 
ment of the right is made a special duty, by the people, 
then the education of the others, usurping such functions, 
to a correct understanding, must be had, or the right will 
not prevail. 

Manifestly, the Press and politicians cannot stand for 
the interest of the State and the people, in such vital mat- 
ters, but the administration of justice can only be safely 
trusted to those endowed by the people with this peculiar 
power. ‘lhe courts, in the past, have always protected 
the rightsof the people and the great mass of thinking peo- 
ple of our country are not in sympathy with any attack by 
politicians upon these important institutions, of their cre- 
ation, calculated to bring the courts into disrepute. 

Those best informed about the exalted duties and the 
impartial performance of those duties, by the courts, know 
but too well, the injustice frequently shown by the press 
and politicians to those selected to dispense justice for 
the people’s benefit. Demagogues are apt to cater to the 
popular tendency to 
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“condemn the judge, when the criminal is acquitted,” 


and this, perhaps, will always be the case. 


Speaking of the reason for this treatment toward the 
courts, one of our ablest lawyers, addressing one of our 
purest and ablest judges, at a banquet of lawyers, some 


years since, had this to say: 


‘The legislative and executive power, yielding the pa- 
tronage and wealth of the community, attract the gaze

are surrounded by a throng of followers, who shout 


of the multitude with a transcendant force. 


continually, in their ears, the notes of praise and adula- 
tion. The judiciary has no favors to bestow. The 
judge has no retainers, no followers at his heels. His 


labors are mostly performed out of sight and are unap- 
It is the business of the 
ignorant and imprudent to misapprehend and misrep- 


preciated, when performed. 
Even when the 
unprincipled charlatan assaults his motives, he dares not 
defend himself.””! 


resent his ablest and purest judgments. 


And this same condition is true to-day, with reference 
to our judiciary, as compared with the other departments 
of State. No higher plane has been constructed, by the 
force of public sentiment, for the judiciary, yet the courts 
continue to protect the rights of citizens and to dispense 
justice, without fear, favor or ostentation. Jt is no doubt 
true, as observed by one of the ablest justices of our Su- 
preme Court, that 


“If our institutions should be assailed or over-thrown : 
no matter by whom, or in what way—whether by ar- 
bitrary power, by corruption, or by lawlessness, the last 
citadel to be taken by the assailants, will be our incom- 
parable judicial organization.” 


Every citizen should recognize the necessity for the ab- 
solute independence of the courts, to the proper discharge 
of their solemn duties. The question may some day arise, 
whether the failure of any considerable number of citizens 
to recognize such an indispensable prerequisite, to the 
proper discharge of their duties, by the courts shall ever 
be permitted to impair the utility of this most important 
department of Government. It is certain that the tenure 
to the bench should never be made to depend upon the 
mere will of politicians, nor should justice be made sub- 
servient to public sentiment. The complete independence 
of the judiciary should be maintained, at all hazards and 
if such independence can only be maintained by a com- 
plete change in the manner of selecting judges, then such 
change should be made, to the end that the usefulness of 
the courts shall be perpetuated, for all time, for none will 
deny that, 

“Long should the courts the people’s rights maintain, 

Unawed by influence and unbribed by gain.”

queries in the article “Our Aims,” the other queries being 
pertinent, and the positions proposed to be taken evident- 
ly fair. In the eighth query, however, in stating some 
phases of the so-called negro problem, your reference to 
the “social equality’ feature is alarming. Social equali- 
ty, whatever that may mean, will take care of itself.

If the Pharisee as an individual 
or as a class fears that evolution may bring other individ- 
uals to his level, his manly course is to elevate himself, 
and not seek to depress his possible rival. In other words, 
if | am not able to hold my own in the battle of life with- 
out taunting my competitor with the childish cry of “nig- 
ger,” I am “poor white trash,” and deserve no special con- 
sideration. Wealth and culture make their own distinc- 
tions, with which the law as law has nothing to do.

personal attraction, or the opposite, as are beyond the 
reach of the Legislature and the Courts.

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A ssoctations—Liability of. 
Members of a voluntary, unincorporated pilot association 
which, under the State laws, could neither select nor dis- 
charge its members, nor control or direct them in the per- 
formance of their duties as licensed pilots, whether technically 
partners or not, are held, in Guy v. Donald, Advance Sheets, 
U. S. (1906) 63, not to be liable to the owners. of piloted 
vessels for the negligence of each other, because, instead of 
taking their fees as they earn them, such fees go into a com- 
mon fund, and, after deducting expenses, are distributed to 
the several members according to the number of days they 
respectively were on the active list. 


Carriers. 

A stipulation in a steamship ticket limiting liability for 
baggage to a certain amount, unless the excess value is de- 
clared and paid for, is held, in Holmes v. North German 
Lloyd Steamship Co. (N. Y.) § L.R.A. (N.S.) 650, not to 
apply to baggage intended to be taken by the passenger to the 
stateroom for use during the voyage. 

A street car company which undertakes to give a conven- 
tion of women delegates visiting the city a free ride over its 
line by the use of its cars under the control of its servants 
is held, in Indianapolis Traction & T. Co. v, Lawson (C. C. 
App. 7th C.) 5 L.R.A.(N.S.) 721, to be bound to use at least 
ordinary care, and to be liable for injuries resulting from 
its failure to do so. 

The liability of a railroad company for indignities offered by 
its conductors to a passenger who, because of its fault in not 
having an agent at a terminal point, where the passenger is 
to exhibit an order for a ticket, attempts to pursue his jour- 
ney upon the order without the ticket, and is insulted and 
threatened with ejection by the conductor, is sustained in 
Cincinnati, N. O. & T. P. R. Co. vy. Harris (Tenn.) 5 L.R.A. 
(N.S.) 779. 


Damages. 


The value of structures placed on land of an individual by 
a municipal corporation against his command and without 
statutory authority, in the construction of public improve- 
ments, prior to the institution of proceedings to condemn the 
right under the power of eminent domain, are held, in St. 
Johnsville v. Smith (N.Y) 5 L.R.A.(N.S.) 922, to be prop- 
erly taken into consideration in fixing the amount to be paid 
for the land taken. 


Evidence—Copies of Records. 


Copies of the record of deeds and other similar private 
writings, made in a sister state, are held, in Wilcox v. Berg- 
man (Minn.) 5 L.R.A.(N.S.) 938, to be admissible in evi- 
dence in the courts of the State, under the provisions of U. S. 
Rev. Stat. § 906, when properly certified and authenticated.

Insurance. 


A provision in an insurance policy that it shall be void if 
the insurer has other polices in force on the same life, unless 
consent to the additional insurance is indorsed thereon, is 
held, in Monahan v. Mutual L. Ins. Co. (Md.) 5 L.R.A. 
(N.S.) 750, to be waived by a receipt of premiums on the new 
policy the beneficiary in which is ignorant of the former 
insurance, although, by reason of faulty bookkeeping, the 
attention of the insurer was not in fact called to the breach 
of condition. 

A provision in an insurance policy exempting the insurer 
from liability for death resulting from poison or infection is 
held, in Cary v. Preferred Acci. Ins. Co.. (Wis.) 5 L.R.A. 
(N.S.) 926, not to apply where an accidental abrasion of the 
skin is followed by bacterial infection, blood poisoning, and 
death, since the infection is held not to be the proximate 
cause of the death. 


Libel. 


Under a statute making it a misdemeanor for a school 
director to be directly or indirectly interested pecuniarily in 
the erection, warming, or ventilating of schoolhouses, it is 
held, in Woolley y. Plaindealer Pub. Co. (Or.) 5 L.R.A. 
(N.S.) 408, to be libelous per se to charge that a certain per- 
son who is a dircetor lets contracts for school purposes and 
furnishes supplies, accepting and rejecting work at pleasure, 
thus compelling contractors to submit to high prices for infer- 
jor wares, or invite a rejection of their work; and that he 
directed the placing of a certain ventilating system in the 
school building, whereby he had an opportunity to sell a 
gasoline engine at a big profit.

Landlord and Tenant 


The right of lessors to recover rent after re-entry is denied 
in International Trust Co. v. Weeks, Advance Sheets, U. S. 
(1906) 69, unless a reasonable effort has been made to relet 
the premises, where the lease provides that after re-entry 
for breach of any covenant the lessors “may, at their dis- 
cretion, relet the premises at the risk of the lessee, who shall 
remain, for the residue of the said term, responsible for the 
rent herein reserved, and shall be credited with such amounts 
only as shall be by the lessors actually realized.” 

The lessor of a room in a building is held, in Wade v. 
Herndl (Wis.) 5 L.R.A.(N.S.) 855, to be liable to the lessee 
for injury to his property from vibration caused by the usual 
and necessary method of conducting an automobile business, 
for which he subsequently leased other portions of the build- 


ing. e 
Limitations. 


An action for damages for failure to pay a check is held, 
in Smith’s Cash Store v. First Nat. Bank (Cal.) 5 L. R. A. 
(N.S.) 870, to be within a statute barring in two years an 
action upon a contract obligation or liability not founded 
upon a written instrument, and not to be within the provision 
relating to actions involving trust relations. 

A residuary legatee who, with knowledge that the estate 
is settled as insolvent, and that the provisions of the will as 
to payment of interest on her legacy are not carried out, 
delays for a period of thirteen years to make inquiry as to the 
true condition of affairs, although frequently meeting the 
executor, and who by slight effort might ascertain that he, 
after his discharge, secured title to the real estate of the 
deceased, which by his own efforts he has made valuable, is 
held, in Williams v. Woodruff (Colo.) 5 L.R.A.(N.S.) 986, to 
be barred by laches from maintaining an action to hold him 
liable as a trustee, although her share of the estate was not 
to be turned over to her absolutely until ten years after 
the death of the decedent, and she resides in a distant State.
